18 | ‘Tea—Black Leaf Congous. A reTRosPEcT of the 


Black Tea season of 1875-6, must again 
bea record ofan unsatisfactory and dis- 
appointing business, the more $0 because 
at the commencement of the year the 
favourable position of tea—the largely 
increasing deliveries, the reduction of 
stocks to what was considered a reason- 
able compass, and other canses—pointed 
to a promise of success more than 








usually brilliant; how vain this promise 
was is now well known, and proves 
more than ever that the conditions of 
‘the tea trade have altered from what 
they were in old days. The most pale 
pable reason for non-success in operas 
tions in the leaf is, of course, the year! 
increasing rapidity with which” it is 
produced and sent forward, the supply 
for the whole season being compressed 
into a few months; but it would be 
thonght that this should not make 
much difference, as long as the eventnal 
total supply was not in excess of the 
consumption ; as in that case the mere 
chant would only have, to wait till his 
turn came. Bat importérs are beginning 
to find that they dare not hold. The 
knowledge of how extremely perishable 
and deteriorating an article it is, asserts 
itself more year after year; andalthough 
this fact ‘appears to be persistently 
ignored by buyers in China, it exists to 
an extent that would not be credited by 
any one who sees the reckless way 
shipments are hurried forward, It is 
an actual fact that, year after year, 
teas which have been long held, sell 25 
to 30 per cent. lower than their valuae 
tion on arrival; and that that decline 
in value can be distinctly traced to 
deterioration in quality, and not to any 
fall in market; and Shed the buyer of 
that tea will, in the following year, give 
instractions that his shipments ‘howl | bo 
held unless they come out. Importers 
in England are beginning to the 
fact, and are as anxious to get rid of 
their teas, as buyers in China aro to 
secure them, which naturally results in 
dear purchases on one side and cheap 
sales on the other, ‘There is another 
se, however, which above all others 
militates against the success of China 
teas, and this cause cannot be brought 
too prominently forward, and is one 
which is worthy of the gravest attention, 
It is the important position Indian Teas 
are taking in England. Buyers in 
China are apt to attach mach too small 
importance to the rapidly increasing 
trade in Indian teas. But it must be 
remembered that nearly every pound 
of it is fine tea; its manufacture is 
improving year by year, both in quality 
and quantity. Next season, it is estie 
mated the import into England will be 
28,000,000 Ibs.; and at the rate it is 
now increasing, in another ten years, it 
may confidently be anticipated, that the 
export from India of good and fino teas 
will not be far short of one hundred. 
million pounds. 

In giving a brief resumé of the 
business of the past year, we must 
premise that Ningchow teas are now 
taken so exclusively for Russia, that 
they may be looked upon as distinct 
from those suitable for England, aa

gible. advance on opening rates was 
éstablished,

‘There can. be 
no doubt but thatat this time the action 
of importers was injudicious and un- 
warranted; for the teas they were so 
anxiously forcing off were of a class of 
which only a certain supply could come 
forward, and that could not be replaced ; 
and so‘clearly was this proved, that 
before the end of Angust all such’ kinds 
began to get scarce, and a recovery of 
fully 3d. per Ib. took place. The 
unexpected news of the unfavourable 
reception of the first cargo reached 
China too late to do mach good; 
for at the time it was received there, 
the whole of the first crop was 
bought and shipped, and upwards of 
50,000,000 Ibs. or one-third of the 
entire export from China, already on 
the water, though little more than seven 
weeks from the opening of the market. 

‘About this time, second crop teas were 
arriving. The curing and preparation 
of these had been seriously interfered 
with by a continuous period of wet. 
No break in the weather had allowed 
a proper chance of sun-drying the 
leaf, and after suffering from the 
damp, it had to be fired while still in 


an unfit state for the pans. The out- 
tarn was in consequence very indif- 
ferent, and on its arrival in Hankow 


traces’ of mildew were everywhere ap- 
parent. The badness of this crop, 
coupled with the unfavorable advices 
being received at the time, rendered 
buyers more cautious, and for a short 
period there was a comparative cessa- 
tion of business. Teamen, however, coon 
recognized their position, and reduced 
their asking prices to a point sufficient 
ly low to tempt buyers, and shipments 
went on as freely as before. It is 
probable that the teas bought at this 
time resulted more favorably than any 
others made during the season, prices 
being low, the trade not taking so 
unfavorable a view of the crop, and 
above all from their being of a’ class 
useful for mixing with Indian Teas. 
Third crop teas commenced to arrive a 
month later, and were as bad as the 
second; but as there was an indication 
of improvement on the London market 
at the time they were being bought, 
they were taken at comparatively 
higher prices; the best parcels of both 
crops being weeded out in Hankow. 
Arrivals ceased towards the end of 
October, and by Ist December the 
season was virtually at an end, stocks 
then left being insignificant and of 
common quality. 

The course of the market during the 
season may be summarized as follows:— 

In Ohina, May 12th.—Market opened 
in Hankow ; large settlements day by 
day. Quality supposed to be superior 
to previous season. Prices considered 
not excessive in view of low exchange

Tt will bo seen that the tendency of 
tho market has been entirely favorable 
to medium teas, while common and fine 
are quite neglected. ‘The reason of this 
is, that common are not suitable for mix- 
ing with Indian teas, while fine, or sach 
as aro shipped from China as fine, are 
virtually useless for the same purpose, 
as the delicate flavor for which they 
are selected in China, is drowned by the 
rough pongency of ‘Indian tea," The 
English palate is now getting so accus- 
tomed to the biting nip of these mix- 
tares, that the delicate flavored bat thin 
China teas seem vapid and soft by them- 
selves. Were the fine teas we send to 
combine strongth with flavor, they 
wonld doubtless be in great favor, but 
These kinds are all absorbed by Hassian 
buyers; and those that are taken for 
England are weak though flavory. The 
lange lightly twisted leaf of the Oopack 
and Oonam teas is also against them 
for mixing, while at the same ti 
indicates a’ want of “guts” (as it is 
technically termed), that doubtless is 
tho cause of their excessive deteriora- 
tion, When new teas arrived last 
year, tho stock of ‘on fine” and 
fine grades was practically exhaasted. 
In the new season, shipments of these 
Kinds were limited, for there were 
certainly none except in the first 
crop, and allowing the amount of first 
grop shipped to England to, aggregate 
30,000,000 Ibs. (5,000,000 Ibs. of the 
cream of the fine tea had been taken for 
Russia), at least 10,000,000 Ibs. of this 
would be common and medium, leaving 
only 20,000,000 Ibs. of fine and on fine. 
Andalthough a great proportion of even. 
this small quantity was forced into con- 
sumption at medium tea prices during 
Taly, there is still no enquiry for what 
must be the limited quantity still on 
offer; and there are teas now in London 
shipped by the Glenartney, Glenearn, 
Fleurs Castle, and others of the first 
ships, which’ were valued at 2s. and 
upwards on arrival, but for which 
1s, 10d, would be gladly accepted now 
—the cause of this being, briefly, as 
stated before, Indian Teas, which render 
the trade independent of tea above 
Is. 84., and deterioration in quality by 
heaping. - Export of tea vid Canal’ bas

Tho now viceroy of the Two Kwang, Liu 
Kwen Yi, arrived at Canton on 
evening of the 14th and landed officially 
on the morning of the 15th. As the Now 
Year holidays commenced on the 16th 
inst. (i.e, the seals of offices were for- 
mally “laid up” that day), HE. will not 
be able formally 'to take over charge of the 
Government until after the new year. 
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‘THE LOROHA “ MANDARIY.” 
Ix March, 1878, a report got abroad 
among the Chinese in Shanghai, that 
the crew of the British loreba Mandarin 
had murdered the captain and a Chi 
woman who was with him, by tying 
them in sacks and pitching them over- 
board, and bad. made off with the 
vessel and cargo. The Mandarin 
had cleared from Chinkeang for 
Shanghai, and had come down the 
Yangtsze in company with several 
other vessels, But on nearing Woosung 
sho was seen to haul out of her course, 
and set sail as if bound out to sea. 
Nothing more was heard of her for 
soveral dnys, till a vessel from Ningpo 
reported having passed her steering 
south; and about the same time the 
report of foul play, to which we have 
alluded, became current. It was deter- 
mined accordingly by H. B. M. Consul 
‘and the Taotai, to send a steamer in 
pursuit ; and the Chinese gunboat Wei- 
ching was despatched on the errand, 
with orders to cruise-about the islands 
“and bays'on the coasts of Chekeang and 
Fobkien, and if possible bring back the 
loreba and crew to Shanghai for trial. 
Two British Consular officers, Mr. 
Brenan and Mr. Spence, accompanied 
the expedition. 

For a complete narrative of the 
expedition, written with inimitable 
humour by the latter of these gentle- 
mon, we refer our renders to the 
North-China Herald of the 19th April 
of that year. Our present object is 
only to recall the leading facts, in 
order to explain the mission on which 
H.M.S. ‘Thalia has lately set out, 
We pass over, therefore, the incidents 
of unenecessful wearch prosecuted by 
the Weiching among the islands of the 
Chusan archipelago, and through the 
intricacies of Nimrod Sound. The 
first news of the missing lorcha was 
heard at Wen-chow, where a man 
was unearthed, “whose friend had 
beon told by another friend that at 
Soongmen there was al orcha lying, 
which had two foreigners on board 
who were selling a little of the cargo 
for money to enable them to repair 
damages énffered in a gale that drove 
her from Woosung!” No time was 
accordingly lost in making for Soong- 
men, which was reached on the 81st 
March ; and there it was ascertained 
that a lorcha answering to the de- 
scription of the Mandarin had visited 
the place, remained a few days, and 
left again for the south six days 
before the arrival of the searching 
expedition. We cannot better describe 
the result of the subsequent enquiry 
than by quoting the narrative we have 
before referred to : 

“Her people said she was from Han- 
kow, and had silenced all further enqui- 
ries by producing foreign papers which 
showed her to be the property of an 
Englishman. Having burnt their 
fingers before, meddling with foreign 











property, the villagers were very chary 
of interfering, and any investigation 
which the suspicious appearance of the 
lorcba might have suggested, was im- 
mediately dropped when it occurred to 
the mandarin that an avenging gunboat 
might shortly pay the place a visit. 
Her crew sold as much of her cargo as 
they could, and the purchasers dis- 
appeared as soon as we Innded on the 
place. The principal buyer was how- 
ever routed out after bunting him all 
over the place. He looked a regular 
‘Fagin,’ with a stoop, a hooked nose, 
and a generally Hebraic appearance. 
On cross-examination by the assembled 
mandarins, civil and military, he de- 
poned :—Declined to buy the goods at 
first, but the lorcha people were so 
pressing that he had taken such and 
such things out of pity, not to make 
gain, no! sthelp him Tien, old Buddha 
and all his apostles! Was he, a man 
well stricken in years, whose probity 
was a byword, to peril bis immortal 
soul by a profit ona few piculs of 
beeswax ? And much more, with 
groans, slappings on the breast, appeals 
to heathen Gods and all the ordinary 
Mixed Court injured innocence gesticu- 
lation.—A raid was made on his shop 
to get his books, but they had disap- 
peared. First he said he had not any, 
never kept any, or if he did his partner 
had them, Partner gone to Ningpo, 
and would not be back till a lucky day. 
In fact he was so evasive, shuffing and 
untruthful that nothing short of torture 
by the usual methods employed ina 
Chinese Court would bave made him 
tell exactly what happened ; and this 
was of course out of the question.” 

Pains were taken to verify the ra- 
mour heard at Wenchow, of there be- 
ing two Europeans on board ; but no 
confirmation of this could be obtained, 
and it may be dismissed either as im- 
aginative or as resulting perhaps from 
tho use of some of the Captain's 
clothes by the crew. The search was 
[prosecuted to Wangbai, and as far as 
‘Namquan on the coast of Fobkien, 
where the Captain of the gunboat 
discovered he ‘had only fifty tons 
of coals left, and, being without 
authority to bay more, insisted abso- 
lutely on’ returning to Shanghai. He 
recognised the annoyance of stop- 
ping just as the scent was getting hot} 
but he simply could not continue, from 
| want of power. Another call was 
made at Soong-men on the way back, 
and “ Fagin” was this time persuaded 
to give an exact account of the goods 
he had bought, and what he bad 
paid for them. He declared that 
he had paid the lotcha crew $3,900 for 
the eargo they had parted with; but 
his cash book was still not forthcoming. 
This examination; concluded the re-

CHINESE NEW YEAR, 7 
Coxstperma the careless character of 
the Chinese, and their disinclination to 
bring matters toa settlement, it is 
probably a good thing that the rigid 
custom of closing scevunts at New-year 


should have been introduced. "In. faot, 
it may be looked upon as almost-a 
matter of necessity, ae without this 
check it would in the ordinary course 
of events bave proved hopeless to 
enforce a settlement of outstanding 
claims. Doubtless the system has.its 
disadvantages, and the foreigner who 
has to devote his time and energies 
on the annual recurrence of the 
festival, to going over and squar- 
ing up outstanding accounts, would 
heartily. wish that instead of con- 
centrating all their calculations into 
one period, the natives would more 
generally through the year apply them. 
selves to keeping their transactions in 
order. Not to speak of the loss of 
time and the worry thus caused, the 
periodical settlement. interferes with 
the ordinary course of trade, Credits 
are suspended, and business comes to'a 
standstill during a considerable portion 
of the year. Still, possibly, with the 
Chinese the. advantages are in favour 
of the practice, which reduces. to some 
rule a nation that otherwise would 
be perhaps the most wildly speculative. 
At all events, merchants in China have 
found New-year a custom too rigid in 
its observance to be got rid of; and 
they have themselves, in their dealings 
with natives, to as rigidly enforce it 
as have the latter amongst themselves. 

In one department, however, wo fear 
that Chinese New-year is hardly ‘ob- 
served with the stringency with which 
it ought to be. The merchant knows 
that, if he fail to enforce his claims 
before the annual festival, he is hardly 
likely to have them satisfactorily 
settled afterwards. Chinese New-year is 
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a festival kept as scrupalously in off- 
cial as in mercantile qnaiters, The 
senls of the offices are locked up, all 
business being presumed to be settled, 
and are taken out again after the New 
‘Year, to indicate that a new term has 
begun, and that the State “has entered 
on a now lease of life and energy. It 
would be well, perbaps, if in political 
matters, the example of the mercantile 
world were kept in view. Chinese 
New-year is not a thing of our inven- 
tion ; wo found it flourishing when first 
we commenced dealings with the Chi- 
nose, It is infact one of the main- 
springs of their political and social 
economy, and as such there would, pro- 





bably, be some advantage to be derived : 
from enforcing its engagements, while ' 


atthe same time we would not lay 
ourselver open to the charge of unrea- 
sonableness, Did foreign Ministers claim 
to have, for instance, a distinct settle- 
ment by the New-year of all the mat- 
ters which huve been in dispute during 
tho year, we might begin to look for- 
ward with some degree of hope to our 
position in China, Had Sir ‘Thomas 
‘Wade, in advising the Chinese to settle 
tho Margary affair, told them that the 
New-year must witness its arrange- 
mont one way or the other, it’ might 
not have been relegated to the list of 
those things always to be, but never, 
settled. The same might be said of 
the blockade of Hongkong, and its 
concomitants, and the same of the 
numerous breaches of tariff regulations 
constantly: occurring. If each year 
were made answerable for its own 
shortcomings, and a failure to arrange 
before the annual festival made the 
occasion of enforcement,’ we should 
hear less of riots, of illegal taxes, 
of interférence with trade, and all the 
other complaints which continually crop 
up, and which are only aggravated by 
being made the topic of interminable 
official discussions. More than that, 
we should have a period in each year 
during which our intercourse might be 
unroffied—we had cleared off old 
foores, and were beginning again with 
8 clear start, and nothing to disturb our 
équavimity. This is more than can at 
present happen ; the pigeon-lioles of the 
Foreign Embassies, and the correspond. 
ing receptacles ‘in the Yaméns ‘at 
Peking, 'remain from year to year filled 
with papers containing mutual recrimi- 
nations, by no meats calculated ‘to 
Promote a spirit of good-will. In in- 
sisting on the annual settlement of out- 
standing claims and the remission of 
abuses, we should only be falling in 
with the spirit of Chinese institutions. 
It was to counteract the bad effect of 
everlasting procrastination, that the 
Chinese themselves found it necessary to 
introduce the rigid observance of an 
annual settlement. We may fairly 
allow that in this matter they know 
their own character best, and that we 
should not do ill to take a lesson there- 
from,

victim was endowed. Another curious 
notion, of which we had -evidenco at 
Shanghai dus the excitement that 
followed thé Tietitsin massacre, is the 
efficacy of human sacrifice to secure the 
foundations of a structure. The report 
was put abroad in 1870, that foreigners 
ld used the bodies of Chinese to 
strengthen the foundation of the Cathe- 
dral, .And the present writer mentions 
fa legend “that during the building of 
the stone bridge situated noar the small 
eastern gate of Shanghai (MER Fy Hip 
the ‘Loh family bridge,") some dificulty 
was found in laying thefoundations. ‘The 
builder thereupon yowed to Heaven the 
lives of two thousand children if the stones 
could be placed properly. The Goddess 
addressed, however, intimated that sho 
‘would not require all their lives, but that 
the number in question would be attacked 
by small pox. ‘This took place, and about 
half of those attacked died.” 

The belief in ghosts is rampant in 
China; and their functions, in worrying 
guilty people, or trying to yet wme- 
thing which was omitted by the bodily 
owner of the spirit, seem to be very 
similar to those of ghosts in Europe. The 
only difference is that Chinese ghosts 
seem to behave themselves more calmly, 
and appear with less accompaniment of 
horror. Many storiesare related, among 
which we quote oue that matches 
strangely with instances we have all heard 
related at home, of similar warnings, 20 
well-autheuticated as almost to impuse

This number opens with a continuation 
of Dr. Brotachneider’s Researches into:the 
‘Arohwoldgy of Peking ‘and its environs. 
‘Tho present instalment treats of the early 
course of the atroams, natural and artifi- 
cial, and will afford much instruction .to 
the local atudent. Lt has been generally 
supposed that we owe to the Yuen 
dynasty the construction of the so-called 
Imperinl Canal; it will therefore be 
interesting to learn that ao far back as the 
Linou dynasty there olready existed a 
water communication into the Capital, 
made uso of for the transport of grain, 
Daring the time of the Kin, who in A.D. 
4,115 extended their empire as far as the 
Hiei, a canal connected the Capital with 
the provinces of Hupeh and Shantung. 
Dr. Bretschneider, however, before entering 
fully into the discussion as to the ancient 
water communications of the Empire, 
proceeds in the present article to 
roviow those more immediately connected 
with Peking, ‘These researches throw 
much light on the remarks of the medieval 
travellers, and will bo invaluable to atu- 
dents of Mareo Polo and the other visi- 
tors during the time of the Yuens, As 
- an instance of the difficulties. which some-

of the grent stone bridge neross the Hun-ho 
ive. The firat atone bridge here 
was builtin the 13th contury, but with t) 
usual uncertainty of Chines records, it 
in impossible to lenrn from them whether 
or not tho bridge han boon entirely re 
since that poriod.

Report of the Municipal Council of Kinkiang 

Sor the nine mouths ending 31st Dec., 1875. 

‘The Council having been elected for a period 
of nine months only, as agreed at last meet- 
ing,their report only embraces the period from 
the'lst of Aprilto the end of the year. 

Bund.—The flood during the suinmer caused 
little injury to the bund, the repairs at the 
western curve having been completed befor 
the river rose. As the coping of the stone 
work at the end referred to was badly fin- 
ished, the contractor has been called upon to 
relay it more evenly aud at his own cost, 
which task he has taken in hand. 

In accordanice with the resolution passed at 
the meeting of Lot-holders, held on the 20th 
September iast, that the upper terrace of the 
bund should be constructed with stone, a con- 
tract has been entered into by the Council with 
‘Yung-Chang to face the upper terrace with 
stove from the west curve completed last 
spring, down to the Yin-keehong, a length of 64 
‘chang, at the rate of 23 taels per square chan, 
the “fork lo be guaranteed for one year, 0 
partially meet this expenditure, a call of Ts. 
50 per lot was approved at the general meeting 
of the 20th September. So far the work has 
been done ina satisfactory and substantial 
manner, and the whole will be completed soon 
after Uhinese New Year. The foundation of 
the whole 64 chang has been laid, and more 
than three-fourths of the work is fivished. 
Stone jetties will replace the wooden ones, 
which were a constant source of expense, from 
the wear and tear of passing boats, aud from 
washing away during floods. The cost will 
be extra, but at the same rate. 

‘As the top of the stone bund has been 
carried some inches higher than the old wooden 
copings, it bas been decided to raise the bund 
road to the level of the new stone-work, The 





























‘cost will be inconsiderable, and the few inches 
it is proposed to raise it will leave a dry walk 
in summer, should the floods not be higher 
than in 1872 and last year. As funds permit, 
it is proposed to continue the stone facing 
throughout the length of the Settlement. 

Roads.—The roads have requii 
pairs, and the outlay-has heen trifling. ‘Tho 
trees mentioned in the last report a8 having 
been planted along the back road, have nearly. 
all taken root, and they will afford much 
shade during the year. ‘Those destroyed or 
broken by the recent frost will be replaced 
at once. : 

‘Owing to the dangerous state of the bund 
roads during the present repairs to the fnco 
of it, it was decided to light the Jamps on 
dark nights, to prevent accidents to pedes- 
trans; and as the lamps also afford additional 
security against thieves, it is considered ade 
visable to continue to light them on other 
than moonlight nights, 

Wharfaye Dues.—Vhe receipts trom this 
source are shown in the accounts, ‘The 
steamers availing of the bund to lind or shij 
cargo, pay at the same rate as last year, an 
the resident merchants commute payment, 
Cargo hoats belonging to nou-payers of wharf 
age dues also pay for the privilege of using 
the band, 

Police.—'he foree remains unchanged, and 
it has been thoroughly effective in maintaining 
order and checking disturbances on the Cone

PERAK. 
(China Mail. ) 

According to official telegrams received 
here ou Saturday last, the main body of the 
forces employed to punish the Perak chiefs 
has returned to its ships, From this we can 
only conclude that the “little war” so unex- 

ctedly forced upon us has come to au end, 
‘aud in that case Admiral Ryder and his 
gallant companions of the Audacious will have 
arrived too late for the fair. 

It may be interesting to describe, in a few 
briet lines, the proceedings which took place 
prior to the retirement in question, According 
to the Straits Times, the forces in Perak were 
divided into two detachments, one under 
Brigadier Geueral Ross, entering from Laroot 
‘and moving acrass the country to Qualla 
Kangsa and Blanja, where ‘they were 
joined by the other portion under Major 
General ‘Colborne, which proceeded up 
the: river from the Residency at Bandar 
Babra. And here wo must remark that, 
according to our Straits’ coutemporaries, the 
Commissariat department does nut appear to 
have been couducted in a satis'actory manner; 
much difficulty ocurred about the transport of 
supplies, and some grumbling arose, 
however, seems to fave been lessened

This as times go 
is respectable ; and as its circle of reailers 
amust, at the received calculation, be directly 
and- indirectly somewhat about six millions, 
it. can probably claim a circulation before 
which even that of the leading penny paper 
must pale. But faney what possibilities would
